In preparing bacteria ho 
thought they should Ixs taken from tho lluid 
in which tlioy had been immersed and dried 
on a color gUua. Tha spec.imens should bo 
colored by an aniline dye in a solution of 
glycerine rather than in alcohol or water. 
After being loft standing for a lima, they 
-oiild bo most permanently mounted by tho 
use of Canadian balsam. A more complicat- 
ed method of mounting tho l«i'-teriiv of con- 
lumption was necessary. Tli- '.rofesiior had 
found Ehrlich's method son. vlmc modilied 
by using glycorino and rod n.iiline color in 
isiual parts of alcohol and water.
